DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the conveyor" in the last two lines. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fenton (US 
4,244,725) 

6. Fenton taught a takeout mechanism including a tong arm, a tong head and a control 
means which displaced the tong arm between three positions. The first position was near the 
blow molds, the second was at a predetermined height above a deadplate whereat cooling or 
coating of a finished glass product occurred, and the third position was at a conveying lehr (see 
figures, col. 3, line 62 to col. 4, line 56; col. 5, lines 48-58; col. 6, lines 40-50 and claim 3). 
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Fenton did not teach that the second and third positions were above the deadplate. It would have 
been obvious for a person of ordinary skill in the art to make the third position above the 
deadplate because common IS machine takeouts usually leave the ware on the deadplate for a 
pusher to move them onto a conveyor.
